Cydisis Against 


Arithmetical Majority 
May Not be Enough 


The American conception of de- 


mocracy is not, as some few seem 
to think, based on "the rule of an 
arithmetical majority. 
The inner 


principle of the'American consti- 
tution is derived from the convic- 
tion of the Founding Fathers that 
in great matters the true majority 
must be much greater than a bare 
majority, and that convinced mi- 
norities must not be easily overrid- 
den. Thus the president may veto 
the acts of a bare majority of both 
houses, and only a two-thirds vote 
can prevail against his veto. I have 
yet to hear a New Dealer say that 
the veto power of one man is the 
negation of democracy. The legis- 
lative branch of the .government is 
not designed to establish the rule of 
arithmetical majorities. For .the sen- 
ators represent very unequal num- 
bers of voters. I have heard no 
argument that this is the negation 
of democracy. The senate cannot 
ratify treaties by an. arithmetical 
majority. The congress cannot even 
submit constitutional amendments 
to the people unless two-thirds of 
both houses agree. 


In fact, the pervasive principle of 


American democracy is not the sov- 
ereignty of any transient 51 per 


nificant. Senator Wagner has been 
a judge. So there can be no doub 
of his capacity to understand the 
bill. He is a fervent New Dealer 
a most effective supported of the 
President Five months have passed 
since the judiciary bill was pro 
posed. Yet Senator Wagner has not 
yet declared his position. What can 
this mean except that he is torn be- 
tween dislike of the measure and 
loyalty to the Administration? 
No Crisis Calling 
For Summary Action 


Yet the New Dealers think they 


are acting with loyalty to the spirit 
of democracy when by conscripting 
the votes of reluctant Senators like 
Mr. Wagner they propose to over- 
ride the passionate convictions of 
forty Senators. My view is that the 
true defenders of democracy are the 
Senators who wish to prevent such 
an insincere vote, who ask that the 
bill,be re-committed to the commit- 
tee and that the decision be post- 
poned until the people have had 
a chance to clarify their will on this 
controversial issue. 
•'•I-'am quite prepared to "admit 
that there' are emergencies when 
decisions. must be made promptly 
and reluctant minorities must be 
overridden. 
Such an 
emergency 


existed in 1933 and I was one of 
those who held then that the Presi- 
dent must exercise extraordinary 
powers. But no honest man can 
say that there exists a judicial crisis 
which calls for summary action at 
this time. No honest man can say 
that the will of the people is being 
thwarted if on an issue on which 
the people are at least evenly di- 


vided, time is taken to find out 
what the people really want. 


On the contrary, to obstruct a 


decision by a bare majority of un- 
convinced and reluctant Senators 
is to vindicate the right of the peo- 
ple to make great decisions deliber- 
ately. A filibuster under these cir- 
cumstances is the .use of a power 
carefully reserved for the -protec- 
tion of minorities and of majorities 
alike against haste or dictation.,The 
Senate'has preserved the .right to 
filibuster because that right is one 
of the essential safeguards of its ex- 
istence as a truly deliberative as- 
sembly. 


Why is it that under the rules of 


the Senate debate cannot be shut 
off except by cloture which re- 
quires a vote of two-thirds? Be- 
cause the Senate has recognized 
that on great issue where -there is 
a substantial minority in opposition 
it is not consistent with the Amer- 
ican idea of government by con- 
sent of the governed to force deci- 
sions by a bare" fifty-one per cent 
of a quorum. If the Administration 
wants to shut off debate and force 
a vote, let it produce sixty-four 
Senators who will vote for cloture. 


That rule of the Senate, main- 


tained to prevent that dictation of 
transient majorities, is a true re- 
flection of the spirit, of democracy 
as we have known it in this coun- 
try. No man need have the-slight- 
est doubt that in "defying the dicta- 
tion of a transient," unconvinced, re- 
luctant arithmetical majority, he is 
representing the true genius of 
American institutions.

Roper is quoted as hav- 
ing said that he sent the address in 
advance to Secretary Early of the 
White house staff. 


What does Secretary Roper mean 


by contradicting the president? Or 
maybe it wasn't intended as a con- 
tradiction? If the president wasn't 


• just fencing with the 
correspon- 


dents and trying to evade a direct 
answer to their questions, and if he 
literally meant that he had not read 
the Roper speech 
in advance, it 


could mean that the White house is 


run on a bail* whereby an import- 
ant pronouncement on labor policy 
i* pissed upon by the secretarle; 
without taking'the trouble to "draw 
It to the attention of the president 
of- the United States. 


There.have been reports for some 


time that the White House staff was 
so overworked as not to be able to 
take care of the president's memor- 
anda, a circumstance that may or 
may not be behind the recent re- 
quest for six executive assistants to 
the president at a salary of 110,000 
each. 


Should Inform President 


But it seems incredible that a vi- 


tal pronouncement on labor' policy 
would be approved by a White 
House secretary and no knowledge 
of its phraseology given to the pres- 
ident of the United States, who was 
elected by the people to administer 
the laws of the land, including those 
concerned with labor relations. 


Strange things do happen, how- 


ever, at the White House, nowa- 
days. Only recently it was averred 
there that the president signed-a lot 
of blank sheets of paper with his 
autograph and he didn't know that 
the Democratic national campaign 
committee put the sheets into cam- 
paign books which were later sold 
to corporations in violation of the 
federal corrupt practices act, the 
proceeds being to retire the finan- 
cial debt incurred during the 1&6 
campaign by the Democratic na- 
tional headquarters.

It is said in matters unrelated to war 


that men should occasionally inquire into 
the correctness of principles that guide 
them and which they assume too often to 
be above either question or argument. 


It is barely possible that the several 


hundred million people upon -this earth 
who are committed, or think they are 
committed, to the proposition that world 
peace is natural, normal, and within the 
realm of practical accomplishments are 
in the wrong. 


They would shudder, we know, to 


think that a war at least once in a genera- 
tion could not be avoided. - Not only have 
our fathers been unable to avert a san- 
guinary visit to the battlefields but the 
evidence seems quite clear that the world 
is jogging contentedly in that direction 
today. The fact that people are so hesi- 
tant in admitting their own martial spirit, 
or the will and purpose to destroy others 
occasionally who happen to get in their 
way, may result in more desperate and 
uncontrollable wars than a policy that 
embraced war as unavoidable and at- 
' tempted to minimize its evils.

Whatever may be said about race and 


government nothing has transpired since 
the famous German wrote his book to 
dispute him, but the evidence is prolific to 
uphold him, if not in the certainty that he 
was right, at least in believing he had 
good cause for his opinion. 


You can travel along the Amur in 


Eastern Asia, or farther south vhcre the 
teeming millions dwell, or hop to Pales- 
tine or Turkey. Bolivia or Porto Rica, to 
say nothing of the armed camp that is 
Europe, and find millions upon millions of 
men eagerly listening for the signal to 
open fire. This in spite of such a deluge of 
peace propaganda spread in 20 years that 
the world has never known in as many 
centuries. 


Why has this hurricane of arguments

Into its cool halls for ninety years 
have walked an endless throng of Ameri- 
can boys and girls accompanied by the 
prayers of their parents, and out of those 
halls have been graduated the finest in- 
gredient in American life, the educated 
man and woman whose course of training 
has been directed by honest and sincere 
instructors untouched by the hatred of 
atheism or the neuroticism of immorality, 
although well and frankly versed in the 
problems of life and government. 


If he could take twins of 
identical 


mental ability and muscular strength and 
send one of them to a college like Law- 
rence and another to the University of 
Wisconsin, the advantages of the small 
college would be self-evident in com- 
paring their usefulness in life, for higher 
education consists of additional items to 
those found in classroom books. 


It should be more generally and widely 


known that the colleges in this state, with 
the exception of the University of Wis- 
consin, have subscribed to this platform: 


"It shall be obligatory to ground all 


students thoroughly in the funda- 
mental principles of morality that the 
reign of law may be promoted in in- 
dividual and family lives and the per- 
petuity of our nation, with its demo- 
cratic form of government, so dear to 
the heart of every American patriot., 
be made secure. 


"It shall be obligatory for every pro- 


fessor to respect the moral law and to 
avoid teaching anything that is oppos- 
ed to the Ten Commandments, which 
are an expression of the moral law, 
to which all right thinking men. ir- 
respective of creed, must subscribe in 
order that academic freedom may not 
degenerate into academic license. It 
is believed that, if this platform is car- 
ried out. sane, safe, and conscientious 
leaders, well-balanced morally as well 
as mentally, will be developed to com- 
bat the menace of law-defying social- 
ism and anarchism, and to solve the 
problem of industrial unrest" 
In many respects the University of 


Wisconsin has been a political institution; 
that is, men with deep and abiding hat- 
reds, whether a hatred of work or a 
hatred of God, have wormed themselves 
often into power and then visited their 
unclean hands upon the university, shap- 
ing its course in several dangerous re- 
spects. 


Of course they have not had their own 


way entirely. Men of sane view and un- 
warped mind have contested the road 
with them. 
But they have often won 


skirmishes and sometimes seemingly dug 
in in permanent shape until torn loose 
by a public opinion that had to be aroused 
for the purpose. 


The Post-Crescent is disappointed that 


Wisconsin has not yet seen fit to develop 
these smaller colleges and quit enlarging 
the University. 


But it is not a wild prediction that 


some day in the near future the people, 
when in need of further educational facili- 
ties, will extend the advantages of the 
true blue colleges and end the growth of 
the stumbling mastodon at Madison.

just enough food and water to keep 
two people alive for two or three 
•weeks, to tropical islands with co 
coanut palms. 


Three of the isles—Phoenix. En 


derbury and Birnie—are 
nothing 


more than scrubby stretches of sane 
that have grown up inside circu 
lar coral reefs. Scraggly brush cov- 
ers the surface. 


But the fliers could dig in the 


sand somewhat back from the wa- 
ter line and get enough drinking 
water to keep them alive, says Sam- 
uel W. King, Hawaiian delegate to 
congress. He was in charge of the 
II. S. navy's expedition which sur- 
veyed those islands in 1923 and 
1924. 


The water would be brackish 


says King, and might make them 
both slightly sick but it would pre- 
vent the agonies of thirst Further- 
more there are frequent flurries of 
rain.
